The City's black employment roll has dramatically 
increased since the adoption of an Affirmative Action Plan 
in 1975, according to the latest report of the program 


administrator. 


Blacks represent more than 26 percent of the city's total 
work force and approximately 25 percent of all permanent 
employees with annual salaries in excess of $20-miilion, 
Marie D. Hardin, Affirmative Action. Administrator said in 


a recent interview. 


This means that city employees benefitting from 
revenues other than the Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) funds, are presently over the goal of 
18.5 percent set for 1980, Ms. Hardin said. 

The Affirmative Action Plan was designed to aim for a 
goal of 18.5 minority employment in “all pay categoriesin. 
each City Government agency by 1980,”

Berry, married and the 
father of two young child- 
ren, came to Columbus last 
year from tos Angeles, 
Calif. in search of work.

Bill May Aid ‘Shac 


Common law marriages, which has become 
known among the younger set as “shacking 
up," was given legal encouragement last week 
when the Ohio Legislature: passed a bill sub- 
stantially hiking marriage licenses in Ohio. 

To increase license to wed in holy matrim- 
ony from $8 to $18, as noted in this column 
several months ago, tends to offer an incentive 
to those who are inclined to live in adultery 
rather than to adhere to the established stand- 

‘ards of society. 

The Ohio House approved the bill by a 78-16 
vote and returned it to the Ohio Senate for 
concurrence of House amendments. As 
returned to the Senate where it originated, the 
bill upped marriage’ fees by $40. The faise, 
sponsors argued, would be used to finance 
shelters for battered spouses and children. 

According to Rep. Francine Panehal, (D- 
Cleveland), the money will go to non-profit

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SPOTLIGHT ON. POLICE ACTS 


The long-festering issue of police excesses 
is now getting more attention after a long 
period in which only minority communities in 
some cities displayed concern. 

The single most important factor in bringing 
police acts under wider scrutiny is the Justice 
Department's lawsuit against the City of 
Philadelphia. 

Filed in August, the Department accuses the 
Philadelphia Police Department of shooting 
nonviolent suspects, abusing prisoners, sup- 
pressing dissent within its own ranks, and 
engaging in systematic brutal behavior that 
“shocks the conscience” 

The Justice Department's charges and sto- 
ries in local newspapers include: routine use 
of unconstitutional third degree. methods, 
abuse of pedestrians and motorists without 
cause or due process, whitewashing rogue 
cops, and harassing critics. All are supposed 
to be part of the general operating procedures 
of the department. 

In the past eight years more than 150 civili- 
ans have been killed by Philadelphia police- 
men. In more than half of those cases the 
Civilians have been unarmed. About 75 civili- 
ans are shot by city policemen every year. 

While the suit charges the police with across 

the board brutality, it also says blacks and 
Hispanics are singled out as special police 
targets.

The courts will decide the accuracy of the 
Justice Department's charges but you know 
that for a federal Department to brave inevita- 
ble political pressures and considerations to 
file a suit of this kind, naming not only the 
police but twenty top city officials including 


the mayor, the situation has to be pretty - 


extraordinary. 

The story doegn't end in Philadelphia. Other 
urban police departments have similar prob- 
lems. There is suspicion of systematic abuse 
of citizen's rights as a matter of regular depart- 
mental procedures in other cities. The Justice 
Department is said to be investigating those 
cities, and may ultimately file suit against 
them as well. 

Such abuses are the inevitable result of the 
“law and order” sloganeering that leads to 
emphasis on “order” and a disrespect for 
“law.” 

Once officials sworn to uphold the law set 
themselves above the law and act as if they 
have no responsibilities to the people they are 
supposed to protect you get asituation remin- 
iscent of totalitarian police states. 

But official, systematic abuses of this sort 
are only part of the problem. When they occur, 
there is at least the prospect that higher 
authorities will step in, as the Justice Depart- 

“ment-has done. 
But'even in the best run police departments 


Rhetorical Overkill 


Mayor Dennis J, Kucinich has the interest- 
_ ing habit of using strong condemnatory lan- 
guage when talking about those whom he 
views as political enemies. Those opposing 
Kucinich and his anti-business policies are 
never loyal opponents, because Kucinich 
refuses to accept the fact that people may in 
fact truly and fairly disagree with him. 

On the contrary, they are corporate fat-calls 
or their apologists, or black henchmen who 
serve corporate interest.

télacks ahd Hispanics are ten times as likely 
as whites to be at the receiving end of a police 
bullet. Those figures can't be explained away 
by the argument that minorities are more 
likely to commit offenses True or not, they are 
not ten times more likely to be offenders 

Excessive force usually takes place in stress- 
ful situations. and here irrational racial fears 
are often responsible. Many law enforcement 
officers are so unfamiliar with minority cultu- 
ral patterns that they become inclined to 
interpret non-threatening situations as being 
dangerous . 

And some officers still have a cowboy image 
of their role. trapped in aggressive behavior 
patterns and allowing racial suspicions to dic- 
tate their actions 

We've got to face up to this problem of 
police attitudes and actions. While many offic- 
ers are devoted public servants. it only takes a 
few who are racist or irrational to smear a 
force's reputation and to deepen hostile atti- 
tudes against all policemen 

Stricter internal regulations, greater 
accountability of police to the community. 
strong leadership from the mayor's office 
many more minority officers. tighter screen 
ing and continuing education in minority cui 
ture and conditions are part of the solution

He is 
in the same predicament. it 
may_be_racism that put:us 
where we are, but we don't 
have to stay here. 

Fight the system? Oh, 


no. I've watched too many . 


of us get told by guns, night 
sticks and dogs that 
fighting the system is a bad 
move. No, I’ve decided to 
take a look at why | think 
the way ! do. 

We need to take a look at 
our history. Even before we 
arrived on the shores of 
America, we were separat- 
ed.: Remember the boat 
scene in “Roots,” when the 
brothers couldn't speak 
each other's language and 
had to teach others so they 
could communicate. 

Then we got over here 
and were cruelly told that 
our color was sin, our 
behavior animalistic, and 
that we would: never 
achieve manhood and 
womanhood because we 
were mentally inept and 
would forever be boys and 
girls. To make sure that we 
would never forget the lies 
they told us, they punished 


us, took away our habies, 
‘beat us on the heads, 
slashed our bodies, raped 
us, and continually made.
